Lou Brocic this week 
blasted the lawlessness of 
Victorian soccer after he 
had resigned last Thursday 
as coach of South Mel- 
bourne Hellas. 


Brocic, who has coached the 
national teams of Yugoslavia 
and New Zealand, as well as 
top European First Division 
clubs, was replaced on Friday 
with former Polonia, Victoria 
and Juventus coach Vic 
Janezyk. 


Brocic said this week, “My 
resignation had to do with 
what happened .during the 
replay of the Ampol Cup final.” 


During that game, he re- 
placed Hellas captain Boulis 
Kamboropoulos with Ulysses 
Kokkinos. 


In protest, Kamboropoulos 
threw his guernsey and boots 
onto the playing field, and in- 
cited the crowd. 


One spectator hit Brocic. 


“The way Kamboropoulos 
behaved was the greatest pos- 
sible insult a club can 
given,” said Brocic. 


“During my many years in 
soccer, | have never seen any- 
thing like it. 


“Football should be a school 
of character and loyalty. Here 
it is not.” 


Kamboropoulos was fined 
only $20 by the State League 
tribuna!. Hellas fined him $100 
and suspended him for two 
weeks. 


‘| wonder what would have 
happened to me had we lost?” 
said Brocic, “| would have 
been in hospital with broken 
bones. 


“But the club didn’t consider 
this at all. The player was 
suspended for only two weeks. 


“And | am still trying to 
understand the decision of the 
Tribunal. 


“in future, | would not put 
Kamboropoulos in the team 
and the crowd would riot 
against me. 


“lf | were to substitute 
another Greek player, the 
crowd would attack me. 


“1 am a coach and it is my 
job to pick a team and make 
substitutions but under the 
circumstances | feel 1! could 
not do my job freely. 


“\ have resigned as a matter 
of principle. 


“A club should fully support 
its coach. Without this, there 
is no purpose. 


“1 believe the coach should 
stand for something and he 
should believe in something. 


“If you are too lax, you in- 
vite trouble and there will be 
a lot more trouble at Hellas.” 


Brocic said he had no plans 
at the moment but would 
definitely look for another club.

In 1952 it was suggested

The union is a special 
group under the auspices 
of F.LF.A. All members 
are affiliated to F.LF.A.

South Melbourne Hellas, the 1970 Ampol Cup winners, carry 
the Victorian banner across the border into New South Wales 
on Sunday when they clash with APIA in Sydney in the first 
leg of the Inter-City Ampol Cup Final. 


This will not only be 
an acid test for Hellas, but 
it is also a big responsi- 
bility they have to carry, 
in view of the widely ack- 
nowledged differential in 
the standard of play be- 
tween clubs in the two 
States, which at present 
favors the top teams in 
N.S.W. 

1 saw APIA in action a 
few weeks back. They are 
a polished side with pro- 
bably the most profes- 
sional outlook of all 
teams in Australian soccer. 

They are not an elabo- 
rate “systems” side, pre- 
ferring to play the game 
mostly along orthodox 
lines. But they make every 
move into their own half 
of the field, and into 
“enemy.” territory, count, 
with each and every 
player knowing exactly 
what is expected of him 
and carrying’ out the old 
maxim that it’s goals 
which count. 

However, they have 
weaknesses both in their 
line-up and set-up.
